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Kinston Announces 2 
Students As Scholars 
in Merit Competition 


Principal FE. C, Nevin of Kin- 
ston High School announced 
on Thursday, Septembadr 27 
that 2 of the School's students 
have been named Semifinalists 
in the 1962-63 Merit Scholar. 
ship competition. 

He said they became Semi- 
finalists through their out- 
Standing performance on the 
National Merit Scholarship 
Qualifying Test, the first step 
in the eighth annual Merit 
Program. The students cited 
for their high achievement are 
Barbara Sue Mallory, daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Mallory, and Roy Donaldson, 
son of Mr, and Mrs. Bob Don- 
aldson. 

They ‘are among fapproxi- 
mately 11,000 seniors through- 
out the country who attained 
Semifinalist status. Bach Sem- 
ifinalist now moves a step clos- 
er to winning a four-year Merit 
Scholarship to the college of 
his choice. 

The qualifying examination, 
a test of educational develop- 
inent, was given in more than 
16,000 high schools last March. 
The Semifinalist group is com- 
posed of the highest scoring 
students in each state and in 
United States territories. 

The semifinalist group repre- 
sents a constant percentage of 
each year’s high-school grad- 
uating class nationally. In pre- 
vious years about 10,000 Semi- 
finalists were named annually. 
The number of Semifinalists 
this year is 11,000 because of 
tne increased number of stu- 
dents to be graduated in 1963. 

John M. Stalnaker, president 
of the nonprofit National Merit 
Scholarship Corporation, de- 
scribed the Semifinalists as 
“representative of the best of 
a new generation of young 
people who are increasingly 
conscious of the importance of 
intellectual achievement. 

“The qualities and aspira- 
tions of the Semifinalists typi- 
fy the abilities and goals of 
the country’s most able youth. 
Although we must be concern- 
ed about juvenile delinquents, 
we should focus our attention 
too on youngsters such as these 
students. They are ambitious, 
levelheaded, hard-working, and 
very able. 

“We should recognize also 
that, by encouraging these 
characteristics, their parents 
and teachers have played a big 
part in their success. Similar- 
ly, the development of the in- 
tellectually talented depends 
as well as on the level of sup- 
port a community gives its 
schools and the extent to 
which adults in general respect 
intellectual attainment. 

“It is for such reasons that 
the Semifinalists bring honor 
not only to themselves, but al- 
so to their parents, their 
schools, and their communi- 
ties.” 

To increase their opportuni- 
ties to obtain financial assist- 
ance if they need i&, ¢h¢ Merit 
Corporation sends the names 
of Semifinalists to ai accredit- 

colleges and universities 
»-d to other scholarghip-grant- 
© agencies and financial aid 
sources. Studies show that a- 
bout 50 per cent of the Semi- 
finalists obtain financial aid 
from sources other than the 
Merit Program. 

The Semifinalists will take 
another rigorous examination, 
the three-hour Scholastic Ap- 
titude Test of the College En- 
trance Examination Board, to 
be given in testing centers 
throughout the country on De- 
cember 1, 1962. 

Students whose scores on the 
second test substantiate their 
performance on the qualifying 
test and who are endorsed by 
their high schools will become 
Finalists in the competition. 
In past years, about 97 per 
cent of the Semifinalists have 
become Finalists. All Finalists 
receive a Certificate of Merit 
in recognition of their out- 
standing performance in the 
program. 

As Finalists, the students 
will be eligible for scholarship 
awards sponsored by NMSC 
and about 150 business corpor 


ations, foundations, unions, 
professional associations, and 
individuals. , 

In the final phase of the 
competition, the high school 
grades, creative accomplish- 
ments, leadership qualities, ex- 
tracurricular activities, and 
school citizenship of the stu- 
dents will be evaluated along 
with their scores on the tests. 

About April .24, 1963, the 
names of the Merit Scholars 
will be announced, the exact 
number depending on the ex- 
tent of sponsor support of the 
Merit Program. In 1962 NMSC 
and sponsors together awarded 
1,050 Merit Scholarships. 


Each Merit Scholarship is a 
four year award to cover the 
undergraduate college years. 
The recipient’s stipend is tai 
lored to his need. 

For Merit Scholars who re- 
quire financial assistance, a- 
wards may reach a maximum 
of $6,000 for the four years of 
college. For students who al- 
ready possess financial re- 
sources which will enable them 
to attend the colleges of their 
choice, the awards are $400 
for the four years. Stipends 
now average about $850 a year. 

A Merit Scholarship is also 
a form of “educational insur- 
ance” for the student who re- 
ceives it, because the amount 
of the stipend will be increas- 
ed at any time while he is in 
college if there is a significant 
change in his family’s financial 
situation. 

Finalists designate the col- 
lege they wish to attend and 
the course of study they plan 
to pursue. The colleges chosen 
by the Merit Scholars in most 
instances also receive supple- 
mentary grants. 

The Merit Program was es- 
tablished in 1955 with grants 
from the Ford Foundation and 
the Carnegie Corporation of 
New York. In April 1962 the 
Ford Foundation annoynced an 
additional grant to continue 
the program through 1970. 

NMSC and sponsors have 
thus far contributed about $14 
million in direct financial as- 
sistance to nearly 6,00 students 
and their colleges. This a 
mount is exclusive of obliga- 
tions to the 3,300 Merit Scho- 
lars now in college. In addition, 
through the program’s special 
services, thousands of other 
outstanding participants have 
been helped in obtaining aid 
from other sources, and col- 

leges have been assisted in 
their efforts to locate the in- 
tellectually able.
